Concentration of power in the Chief Executive, dissipa­ 
tion of the nation s wealth and resources by constant 
overspending, the spreading tendency to offer great masses 
of tile population financial benefits beyond their contri­ 
bution to the national economy — these and similar fac­ 
tors will drag us presently into socialism and dictatorship 
through the hack door, regardless of what we say we want. 
FOREIGN FROLICY— There is none. Whenever the 


I Truman administration is challenged to define its foreign 
policy, it releases wordy statements which boil down to 
nothing more than a rehash of the famous Roosevelt dic­ 
tum, "I hate w ar!" But hating war and wishing for peace 
do not form a policy. They are objectives, not methods 
and policies. The Truman-Acheson-Marshall program is 
one of drifting with the tide, changing the course when it 
encounters criticism, stifling objection rather than answer­ 
ing it.
